The laft letter from Lord Nelfon was obliged to be 
clofed juft as the Goliah of 74 guns appeared in fight 
of the bay from the coalt of Egypt, fo that the Ham- 
burgh mails now due, will probably bring us authentic, 
intelligence from that quarter refpecting the progrefs of 
Buonaparte. 

On Thurfday a grand match of ploughing again! 
time was performed between the oxen belonging to his 
Majefty and thofe which Lord Somerville had brought 
with his plough from Somerfetfhire. ‘I'he ground being 
meafured, half an acre, ‘Lord Somerville’s oxen (four 
in the plough) ftarted firft, and pertormed it in an hour 
and twenty miwutes ; the machine went over two fur- 
rows at a time. 

His Majefty’s oxen were then put to the plough, fix 
in number, but they loft the match by forty minutes, 
performing it in two hours. 

Thé¢ right of Norfolk Fatm, in the Great’ Park, 
Windfor, where the ground is heavy, was fixed upon 
for the enterprize. 

The Duke of Clarence, Prince Erneft, Lord Wal- 
fingham, and General Harcourt, with a number of 
gentlemen farmers round the country, were {pectators.

John Haines was yelterday morning apprehended by 
M‘Manus, Sayer, Townfend, and Carpmeal, four Bow 
Street officers; he is fufpeéted to be one who hag been 
lately concerned in moft of the highway robberi¢’ com- 
mitted about Hounflow heath and other places je the 
neighbourhood of the metropolis, and is the Mei 
who was fhot on Saturday night laft on the Staines 
road by Edwards and two other officers who wete‘in a 
chaife, which,he ftopped, and who, with othet ‘affift. 
ance, have fince traced out that the man who Was then 
wounded, came to town in a poft chaife, and wa fet 
down at the Obelifk in St George’s Fields. 

The officers well knowing that Haines cohabited 
with Mrs B, wife of the noted B, now-at Botany Bay, 
of coarfe they went to her lodgings, which. were at If: 
lington, and-found that he had bee. -nere, but had left 
it on Monday night. Yefterday morning, however, 
they found him, ‘together with Mrs B. in bed, at a 
houfe in Gee Street, Gofwell Street ; but thinking him 
in too dangerous a {tate to be moved, they applied to 
Mr Andrews, an eminent fiirgeon in Greek Street, to 
go and examine his wounds, who confidering that there 
was no danger in moving him, he was accordingly 
brought in a coach to Bow Street, and put under the 
care of perfons to watch him at Carpmeal’s houfe. 

Mr Bond, the magittrate, tittended him, but he was 
in too ill a ftate to anfwer any queftions put to him, 
having loft a great quantity of blood from the wounds 
he had received, having four fwan fhot in his left fhoul- 
der, and a ball through his left fide, three of which are 
not yetextracted. Mrs B. was brought with him, but 
nothing appearing again{t her, the was difcharged. Mrs 
B. has been very unfortunate in her connections—one of 
her gallants having been tranfported, one fhot, and two 
hanged. 





PORTSMOUTH—Nov. 16. 

Early this morning arrived his Majefty’s fhip Are. 
thufa, of 40 guns, Captain Wolley ; Charon of 44 
guns, Captain Manby ; Succefs, of 32 guns, Captain 
Wilkinfon ; and Camilla. floop, all from Havre. From 
the officers of thefe fhips we learn, that in confequence 
of the clofe blackade of Havre, the ligh:-houfes are 
now never lighted. ‘They bring intelligence, that the 
provinces of Normandy and Picardy are fo much ex- 
afperated at the late edict, for men to join the army, 
that they publicly have fworn, that the requifition fhall 
not be put in execution. 

On the morning of the 13th the Charon was fent clofe 
off Havre, to reconnoitre the enemy. On her return, 
Captain Manby {tated his having been within three 
miles of the town, and clearly faw eight thips with top- 
gallant-yards acrofs ; feven of them with all fails bent, 
and the top-fails hoifted to the maft head ; which is one 
fhip in addition to what they had equipped the laft 
{prings. 

The Succefs and Camilla have each fprung their bow- 
fprits in the late gales; the only hips of the fquadron 
that have at all fuffered.

of their way. ‘The privateer ordered the Jofeph to ftrike, 
which was not complied with, they fired into bim in- 
(tantly, the collier returned the fire, with only two {mall 
{wivels, and one four pounder, and did fome execution. 
—Unfortunately it blew fo hard, that they could not 
get the priming tolie on the touch-hole of the {wivels, 
which foon rendered them ufelefs. By fome contri- 
vance they covered the four pounder vith a fail, in or- 
der to keep it clear of the wind. Whilit this was do- 
ing, the privateer ran along fide, when one of the col- 
lier’s men coming up with a red hot poker, in order to 
fire the gun, feeing one man in the act of boarding, im- 
mediately ran the hot poker into his mouth, and tum- 
bled him into the fea, where he met his fate. By this 
time the collier had {wang with his bowfprit acrofs the 
enemy, and his main-chains catching hold of her, being 
clinker built, the theathing gave way, and tore her in 
fuch a manner, that in a few minutes fhe parted in two, 
and went with her crew to the bottom, before any af- 
fiftance could be given. ‘Fhe Captain of the coilier 
was at the time laid on his back {teering the thip, and 
only two men aflifting on deck, as the others had been 
wounded in the action. The privateer mounted eignt 
guns, and forty-five men on board.

LONDON—Nov. 19. 
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HAMBURGH MAIL. 
The Hamburgh mail of the gth inf. arrived on Sa- 
turday evenihp ; the intelligence brotight by it is of con- 
fiderable interett. 
On the authority of letters from Genoa, it is ftated 
that an infurreétion has broken oat in the ifland of Cor- 
fu ; and that the French garrifon, unequal! to fupprefs it, 
had been compelled ta retire to the fort, having previoufly 
deltroyed three old Venetian fhips of war which lay in 
the harbour. No mention, however, is made of the 
progrefs of the Rufhians in the Adriatic, and the report 
of Zante and Cephalonia being in their poffeflion has 
not been confirmed. 
A Turkifa- corvette, laden with valuable : prefents 
from the Grind Seignior to Lord Nelfon, had arrived 
at Naples on the 16th of Oétober; but the gallant 
Admiral ‘had previoufly failed, it was fuppofed, for 
Malta. 
Some of the Cifalpine Journals {tate a courier from 
Egypt to have paffed through Turin for. Paris, and 
that he announced Buonaparte to have made Arabia 
Petrea his route to India, in confequence of the many 
obftacles which oppofed his paflage by the Red Sea.— 
A, confiderable number of French and Cifulpine troops 
had marched to Ancona, and were there embarking, 
according to fome accounts to reinforce the Republican 
army in Egypt; or to others, to ftrengthen the garri- 
on of Corfu. 
An article in the Hamburgh Gazette, under date 
Vienna, 31ft ult. ftates, that for fome days previous, 
the report of the deftruction of the French tran{ports at 
Alexandria had been revived in that city, and obtained 
penal currency ; the Court Gazette, however, pre- 
erved filence on the fubject. 
Nothing frefh refpecting Malta. The laft accounts re- 
ceived from Leghorn are dated the 13th of O€tober, at 
which time the French troops retained St Elmo. Some 
Englith and Portuguefe fhips were off the ifland, to 
intercept the fupplies needed and expected by the garti- 
on, 
The Grand Mafter of Malta folemnly difavows hav- 
ing capitulated for a penfion from France; he difclaims 
the bills of exchange he was forced to indorfe, and has 
protelted againft the feizure of the ifland by the 
French. 
The public ferment occafioned in Genoa by the de- 
cree for the fuppreilion of the Convents, has increafed 
to a ferious extent; the puards have in every direétion 
been doubled, and fuch meafures adopted by the Go 
vernment as manifeft tlrir fears. 
The Hamburgh paper of the oth inft. contradicts a 
report, which it reprefents to have been prevalent, of 
the Neapolitan frigate, Ceres, having been fent to Leg- 
horn to convey to Naples the Grand Duke of Tufcany 
and his family, whofe fafety was faid to be endangered 
by the threatened hottility of France ; and further repre- 
fents the ftatement of Frickthal having been poffeffed by 
the French to be premature. 
Further changes are about to take place in the Cifal- 
pine Republic. The‘primary affemblies, it is faid, are 
about to be convoked to chufe new Deputies, and to 
adapt the Conftitution to the general withes of the people.

Preparations for war are profecuting throughout the 
Neapolitan dominions with the moft decided energy. 
To defray the extraordinary expences incident to thele 
meafures, a tax of ten per cent. has been impofed on 
all private property, and the poffeffions of feveral 
churches and univerfities have, for like purpofe, been 
fold. General Mack was bufied in reviewing the troops 
on the frontiers. 
A letter from Bafle, of the 31ft ult. ftates the ar- 
rival of a meffenger from Paris, with the anxioufly 
looked-for inftru€tions to General Schauenberg. They 
are underftood to be of the mott pacific nature—a 
circumitance the more probable from a proclamation im- 
mediately after iffued by the General to his army, in 
which he declares, “* that the entrance of the Imperial 
troops into the Grifon country will in no manner in- 
terrupt the good underftanding fo happily fublifting be- 
tween the French and Aultrian Governments.” The 
French have a garrifon of 3500 men at Balle: 
they occupy the arfenal, &c. and are about to con- 
ftruct works for the defence of Little Bafle, and in 
each place maguzines are forming.

gone td the country ; of that {mail remainder 70 or 80 
die in a day. You will perhaps be furprifed how they 
do not all leave the city; but living in the country here 
is veryexpenfive, and many poor people that have fa-

COURTS MARTIAL, 
THEIR SUBORDINATE AUTHORITY. . 

The queltion which. has arifen refpeéting the extent 
of thartial law, -and'the jurifdiétion of civil tribunals, 
excites great intereft in Ireland. It is faid that {till 
further difcuflion will take place on the effect which the 
trial by Court-Martial, if the latter be judged incompe- 
tent, wi'l have on the fate of the perfon concerning whom 
the points have been apitated.
